5 And let the peace of God rule 
in your hearts, to the which also ye 
were called in one body; and be ye 
thankful. 

6 Let the word of -Christ dwell 
in you richly in all wisdom; 

7 Teaching and admonishing one 
another with psalms and hymns and 
spiritual songs, 

8 Singing with grace in your 
hearts to the Lord. 

9 And whatsoever ye do, in word 
or in deed, do all in the name of the 
Lord Jesus, 

10 Giving thanks to God th 
Father through him.

1 In the beginning was the Word, 
and the Word was with God, and 
the Word was God.

5 And the light shineth in the 
darkness; and the darkness appre- 
hended it not.

8 He was not the light, but came 
that he might bear witness of the 
light. 


9 There was the true light, even 
the light which lighteth every man, 
coming into the world. 


10 He was in the world, and the 
world was made by him, and the 
world knew him not. 


11 He came unto his own, and 
they that were his own received him 
not. 


12 But as many as received him, 
to them gave he the right to become 
children of God, even to them that 
believe on his name: 


13 Who were born, not of 
blood, nor of the will of the flesh, 
nor of the will of man, but of God. 

14 And the Word became flesh, 
and dwelt among us (and we beheld 
his glory, glory as of the only be- 
gotten from the Father), full of 
grace and truth. 

15 John beareth witness of him, 
and crieth, saying, This was he of 
whom I said, He that cometh after 
me is become before me: for he was 
before me. 

16 For of his fulness we all re- 
ceived, and grace for grace. For the 
law was given by Moses; grace and 
truth came by Jesus Christ.

1 For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth on him 
ie not perish, but have eternal 
are:

3 He that believeth on him is not 
judged: he that believeth not hath 
been judged already, because he hath 
not believed on the name of the 
only begotten Son of God. 

4 And this is the judgment, that 
the light 1s come into the world,

than the light; for their works were 
evil. 

5 For every one that doeth ill 
hateth the light, and cometh not to 
the light, lest his works should be 
reproved. ; 

6 But he that doeth the truth com~ — 
eth to the light, that his works may 
be made manifest, that they have 
been wrought in God. 

7 Beloved, let us love one an- 
other: for love is of God; and every 
one that loveth is begotten of God, 
and knoweth God. 

8 He that loveth not knoweth not 
God; for God 1s love. 

9 Herein was the love of God 
manifested in us, that God hath sent 
his only begotten Son into the world, 
that we might live through him. 

10 Herein is love, not that we 
loved God, but that he loved us, 
and sent his Son to be the propitia- 
tion for our sins. 

11 Beloved, if God so loved us, 
we also ought to love one another. 

12 Hereby know we that we abide 
in him, and he in us, because he 
hath given us of his Spirit. 
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305 The Suffering Servant 
Isaiah 53 

1 Wuo hath believed our report? 
and to whom hath the arm of the 
Lord been revealed? 

2 For he grew up before him as 
a tender plant, and as a root out 
of a Wily ground he hath no form 
nor comeliness; and when we see 
him, there is no beauty that we 
should desire him. 

3 He was despised, and rejected 
of men; a man of sorrows, and ac- 
quainted with grief : and as one from 
whom men hide their face he was 
despised, and we esteemed him not. 

4 Surely he hath borne our gricfs, 
and carried our sorrows: yet we did 
esteem him stricken, smitten of God, 
and afflicted. 

5 But he was wounded for our 
transgressions, he was bruised for 
our iniquities: the chastisement of 
our peace was upon-him; and with 
his stripes we are healed. 

6 All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned every one 
to his own way; and the Lord hath 
laid on him the iniquity of us all. 

7 He was oppressed, yet he hum- 
bled himself and opened not his 
mouth; as a lamb that is led to the 
slaughter, and as a sheep that before 
her shearers is dumb; yea, he opened 
not his mouth. 

8 By oppression and judgment 
he was taken away; and as for his 
generation, who among them consid- 
ered that he was cut off out of the 
land of the living? for the trans- 
gression of my people was he 
stricken, 

9 And they made his grave with 
the wicked, and with the rich in his 
death; although he had done no vio- 
lence, ueither was any deceit in his 
mouth. 


10 Vet it pleased the Lord to 
bruise him; he hath put him to grief : 
when thou shalt make his soul an 
offering for sin, he shall see his 
seed, he shall prolong his days, and 
the pleasure of the Lord shall pros- 
per in his hand. 


11 He shall see of the travail of 
his soul, and shall be satisfied; by 
his knowledge shall my righteous 
servant justify many and he shall 
bear their iniquities. 


306 Preaching the Gospel 
Matt. 28:18-20 Rom. 1:14-16 
Rom. 10:12-15 

1 Anp Jesus came to them and 
spake unto them, saying, All author- 
ity hath been given unto me in 
heaven and on earth. 

2 Go ye therefore, and make dis- 
ciples of all the nations, baptizing 
them into the name of the Father 
and of the Son and of the Holy 
Spirit: 

3 Teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I commanded 
you: and lo, I am with you always, 
even unto the end of the world. 

4 I am debtor both to Greeks and 
to Barbarians, both to the wise and 
to the foolish.

8 For, Whosoever shall call upon 
the name of the Lord shall be saved. 
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9 How then shall they. call on hina 
in whom they have not believed. 
and how shall they believe in him 
whom they have not heard? and 
how shall they hear without a 
preacher ? 

10 And how shall they preach, 
except they be sent? even as it is 
written, How beautiful are the feet 
of them that bring glad tidings of 
good things!

1 But where shall wisdom be 
found? and where is the place of 
understanding ? 

2 Man knoweth not the price 
thereof; neither is it found in the 
land of the living.

Isaiah 40:9-11; 28-31 

1 O thou that tellest good tidings 
to Zion, get thee up into the high 
mountain; O thou that tellest good 
tidings to Jerusalem, lift up thy 
voice with strength; lift it up, be 
not afraid; say unto the cities of 
Judah, Behold, your God! 

2 Behold, the Lord God will 
come as a mighty one, and his arm 
shall rule for him: behold, his re- 
ward is with him, and his recom- 
pense before him.
